HIRTY millions of dollars is the value of the orange and lemon 
crops this season to the ranchers, shippers and railroads of 
Southern California, as estimated by the two great fruit ex- 


changes, the California Fruit Growers' Exchange and the California 
Citrus Union. 


So far this season 26,400 carloads of oranges and lemons have 


been marketed east of the Rocky Mountains. 
Of these 23,336 were 


orangea and 3070 lemons . 
Based upon the capacity of the cars 


compared with last season, this would amount to over 28,000 car 
loads, for this season the cars have been packed tighter, each carry- 
ing many more boxes than ever before. 


Approximately one-third of the great sum received for Southern 


California fruit goes to the railroads for freight and icing charges 
at the rate of about 1380 a car, or a total of about 910,000,000. 
The other 120,000,000 is divided between the growers, shippers and 
for charges of packing and material. 


Careful estimates by Times correspondents in all the principal 


districts in Southern California show some startling figures as to 
the magnitude of this industry and the fortunes which ranchmen in 
this favored district receive tor their fruit. 
In San Bernardino 


county alone the net receipts by the "farmers" for their orange crop 
approximates 15,000,000. 


But to agriculturists in all other parts of the world it will be a 


revelation to learn that in Los Angeles county as much as 12900 net 
has been realized on a crop from a little over one acre at Covina, 
while the same ranchman counts on 16000 from a three acre or- 
chard. 
These prices are exceptional, but it shows the possibili- 


ties of orange culture, while from all over the county the reports 
show-that generally 11000 an acre from orange and lemon orchards 
ia common. 


Hundreds of families in Southern California are, according to 


the reports made, living in affluence from a few acres, from which 
in almoit anyother part »ot;-the /world it would be hard work to de- 
rive a bare existence a« a;f»rmer. 
When it i§ understood that often 


from orchard land vegetables are also raised, the possibilities for 
intensive farming in the Land of Sunshine can easily be seen to 
present attractions for the energetic agriculturist far surpassing 
general belief.—Los Angeles Times.

Pittry Making In the Early Stages of 


V 
English Cookery. 


At a very early period the orientals 


.Were familiar with a kind of pastry, a 
mixture of flour, oil nnd honey, and 
fti* centuries pastfy making went no 
fttrther, even among the nations in the 
•ttuth of Europe, tint In the beginning 
of the middle ages a change began to 
tike place in the method of mixing the 
Ingredients, and some other substances 
Were brought into use. Butter, eggs 
•aril ealt found their way into pastry 
ibaklng, and the result was a manifest 
improvement. Paste next came to be 
nsed aa an inclosure for meat, seasoned 
With apices, etc. Afterward it went a 
ttftp further, the next use being for the 
tacloeure of creams, fruit, preserves, 
etc., and later still it began to take the 
mimy fanciful shapes in which it has 
since been commonly found. In the 
*arly stages Of English cookery the 
pastry cases were called coffins or 
'jfioffynes" and were made In various 
sizes from "gret coffynes with. lowe 
rifides" for the "tartes of fflesche" to 
the "smalle coffynes" for "tartolettes" 
of "flsche or fflesche," mixed with 
' ituf of boylled'flggee ground and good 
p^bwdure and spices." 
< Petruchlo in "The Taming of the 
£nrew," it may here be noted, calls a 
Uttle cap ?'a custard cotton.*' These cof- 
fins correspond with the "vol-au-vent" 
of today.—-London Saturday Review.

Amendment to Ordinance No. 18 


An ordinance regulating tho deposit- 


ing, 
storing, or keeping koro- 


Heiitt, etc., within certain pro- 
scribed limits in the City of Co- 
vina. 


The Hoard of Trustees of (lie City 


of Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. 
It. shall bo u n l a w f u l 


for any person, firm, association or 
corporaion in the City of Covina, to 
deposit, place,, 
store 
or keep, or 


cause or suffer to be deposited, plac- 
ed, stored or kept any kerosene or 
any of its products including gaso- 
lene, ben/ine, benzole, naptha or al- 
cohol in any tank, or other receptacle 
having a capacity of more than five 
gallons 
within those certain limits 


heretofore described by ordinance No. 
18 described as Fire Limits Territory 
No. 1, except that the same be placed 
in a tank or reservoir surrounded by 
earth, and buried to such a depth 
that tho top of such receptacle is at 
least 18 inches bolow tho surface of 
tho ground. 


Section 2. 
Any person, firm, as- 


sociation or corporation violating any 
of tho provisions of this ordinance 
shall for each day of such violation 
bo guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof bo punished by a 
tine not- exceeding ninety dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail 
of tho County of Los Angoles, State 
of California, by imprisonment, not 
exceeding ninety duys
